The lower floor is used 
for the auditorium and for the 
Sabbath School and the upper 
floor is used as Class rooms. 
This building was erected on 
a lot directly in the rear of the 
original auditorium to which it 
was connected by a door in the 
wall. 

The Building Commit¬ 
tee was composed of T. A. 
Weldon, Trustee, who acted 
as Chairman of the Commit¬ 
tee, Mr. A. Robbins, Dr. C. G. 
Steen, Mr. T. E. Milner and 
Mr. J. D. McKibben. 

The present membership 
numbers 75 and the pastor is 
the Rev. T. Duke Williams. 

St. Augustine Church — 
From the records found in the 
Bible of Mrs. Mary Farrer Sti- 
efvater the following history 
of the St. Augustine Church of 
Augusta is found. 

About 1854 there were 
only about ten Catholic fami¬ 
lies living in Augusta. The 
first mass was said in a little 
house on Third St. formerly 
occupied by a family named 
Cook. The pastors came from 
Covington and among them 
was Bishop Toebbe. 

About 1857 or 1858 the 
congregation decided to build 


and the cornerstone was laid 
about 1859. Local quarried 
rock was used for the foun¬ 
dation and the bricks were 
molded in Augusta on ground 
almost opposite the church. 
The original building, includ¬ 
ing the steeple, still stands. 

When the church was re¬ 
modeled the interior of the 
church was changed and the 
picture of the Crucifixion 
which originally hung over the 
altar was given to the church 
in Minerva. 

The original families in¬ 
clude the names Schreck, Far¬ 
rer, Cook, Brown, Leighten- 
heimer, Lundrigan and Freish. 

At present there are about 
eighty families in the congre¬ 
gation . 

Augusta Methodist — The 

Augusta Methodist Church 
was established in 1819 and 
owing to the Methodist Col¬ 
lege being in the same city, this 
church became very promi¬ 
nent. The original building 
still stands but is now occu¬ 
pied by a residence. 

Some of the most promi¬ 
nent divines of the Methodist 
faith have been heard in that 
building as it was the church 
of the pupils of the Augusta 
College. 

The new building was 
erected in 1885.

The roll-off dumpster 
did not make it to Berlin last 
week, but should be relocat¬ 
ed there shortly.

When 
tires are put into the dump¬ 
sters we pay the drop-off fee, 
the disposal fee and on top 
of that for each individual 
tire which is $3.50 for car 
tires with escalating fees for 
truck and tractor tires. These 
roll-offs are for the disposal 
of trash and/or garbage so 
please abide by the rules. 
Also, make sure that you 
pick up any items that do not 
make it into the dumpsters 
and keep the area clean. The 
idea is to dispose of the gar¬ 
bage, not move it from one 
location to another! 

There were several in¬ 
teresting articles in this 
week’s e-Resource Recy¬ 
cling Magazine and one of 
them dealt with the end-of- 
the-year clean out of school 
lockers. It would be great 
to get a program started in 
the Bracken County and Au¬ 
gusta School Systems that 
would allow for one day to 
be dedicated to this proj¬ 
ect, but instead of trashing 
locker items, they would be 
recycled. Collection boxes

of the Homemakers groups, 
church outreach ministries or 
school organizations to get 
involved!! We are interested 
in feedback from this locker 
clean out project from school 
administrators and anyone 
interested in helping! Chil¬ 
dren, like adults, learn from 
example and from hands-on 
experiences, and if a project 
such as this can be imple¬ 
mented, it would be an excel¬ 
lent learning opportunity!

Dear Editor: 

On April 23 I arranged 
a road cleanup for the youth 
group at my church (Brooks¬ 
ville Christian) in Brooks¬ 
ville, Ky. We were given 3.5 
miles to clean. This stretch 
of road connects the city 
of Brooksville with the AA 
highway. We knew from the 
start that this road would 
probably contain a large 
amount of trash. 

It seems like many peo¬ 
ple in our county, as well 
as other people who have 
driven this road before, care 
very little about keeping our 
county and Earth clean. They 
also have no respect for the 
property of the individuals 
who live along this road if 
they are willing to use their 
lawns as a public trash can. 
We found trash that includ¬ 
ed diapers, wrappers, ciga¬ 
rette boxes, plastic cups and 
plates, plastic silverware, 
bottles and cans.

COMMONWEALTH OF KENTUCKY 
BRACKEN FISCAL COURT 
ORDINANCE NO. 13-0002 

AN ORDINANCE PERMITTING THE SALE OF 
PACKAGE MALT BEVERAGES (BEER) DURING 
CERTAIN HOURS ON SUNDAY WITHIN THE 
JURISDICTIONAL BOUNDARIES OF BRACKEN 
COUNTY 

WHEREAS, the Bracken Fiscal Court desires to 
implement an Ordinance permitting the sale of package 
malt beverages (beer) during certain hours on Sunday as 
to insure that Bracken County businesses are not placed at 
a competitive disadvantage relative to the sale of package 
malt beverages (beer) on Sunday by other entities and 
also to be consistent with the city of Augusta which 
has permitted Sunday sales of package malt beverages 
(beer); 

WHEREAS, the Fiscal Court has the authority 
pursuant to KRS 244.480 to establish the times during 
which package malt beverages (beer) may be sold within 
its jurisdictional boundaries. 

NOW THEREFORE, pursuant to the authority of 
KRS 244.480, IT IS HEREBY ORDAINED by the 
Fiscal Court of Bracken County, as follows: 

1. No premises for which there has been granted a 
license for the sale of malt beverages (beer) (package or 
otherwise) at retail shall be permitted to remain open for 
any purpose at any time during the twenty-four hours of 
a Sunday (except as otherwise specifically authorized 
herein) or during the times that the polls are open on regular 
or primary election day, unless the licensee shall provide 
a separate area within the licensed premises capable of 
being locked, closed off or otherwise properly separated, 
within which is kept all stocks of malt beverages and all 
fixtures and apparatus connected with the business as a 
licensee, and said area shall be kept locked or separated. 

2. A licensee holding a malt beverage (beer) retail 
package license shall be permitted to sell package 
malt beverages (beer) during the period established by 
Kentucky Revised Statutes, Monday through Saturday. 
During the 24 hours of Sunday a licensee holding a malt 
beverage (beer) retail package license shall be permitted 
to sell package malt beverages (beer) during the period 
between the hours of 1:00 p.m. to 7:00 p.m. 

3. During the 24 hours of Sunday a licensee holding 
a malt beverage (beer) retail package license shall not 
permit any consumption of alcoholic beverages on 
licensed premises. 

4. The sale of malt beverages (beer) at all places 
offering same for sale (consumption of malt beverages 
(beer) on licensed premises) is not affected in any way by 
this Ordinance. 

5. Except for the change set forth in paragraph (2) 
above relating to the sales of package malt beverage 
(beer) on Sunday during certain hours, the sale of other 
alcoholic beverages shall remain as currently established 
by statute and/or Ordinance and shall in no way be 
changed or altered. 

6. Penalties: Any person or entity who shall violate 
any of the provisions of this Ordinance shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon conviction thereof, 
be punished by fines not to exceed $500.00 or by 
imprisonment for a term not to exceed six months, or by 
both such fines and imprisonment. 

7. The invalidation of any part of this Ordinance shall 
not affect the validity of any other part hereof.

GED Testing 

Changes announced 

Starting in 2014, the 
GED Testing Service, the 
only official “keeper” of the 
GED test in the United States, 
will convert the official GED 
test to a computer-based ver¬ 
sion for the first time. The 
new test will have four as¬ 
sessments: Literacy (reading 
and writing), Mathematics, 
Science, Social Studies. 

The new GED test se¬ 
ries will begin on January 
1, 2014. After this date, 
scores from tests previously 
taken will be invalid and will 
not be combined with new 
scores. If people have taken 
the GED test from January 1, 
2002 to the present and want 
those scores to count, they 
must retake and fully pass 
the test before 2014. 2013 is 
the last year to take and com¬ 
plete the current test before 
the changes take place.

HMH Rehabilitation Services 
offers new program for dizziness 
or balance disorders 

Harrison Memorial Hos- measuring the frequency and 


pital (HMH) announces a 
new service for individuals 
who experience dizziness or 
balance disorder. Vestibular 
rehabilitation therapy (VRT) 
is an exercise-based program 
designed to promote central 
nervous system compensa¬ 
tion for inner ear deficits. The 
therapy program will treat 
patients suffering from im¬ 
balance issues such as posi¬ 
tional vertigo and Meniere’s 
disease. 

“Patients come to me 
all the time with a spinning 
sensation in their head, hav¬ 
ing trouble maintaining their 
balance or just vague symp¬ 
toms of disequilibrium,” said 
Dr. Dan Mongiardo, HMH 
ear, nose and throat physi¬ 
cian. “The first thing I do is 
diagnose what’s causing the 
symptoms, whether it is dia¬ 
betes, inner ear issues or even 
a cardiac or neurological is¬ 
sue. Then, we can begin to 
treat that patient properly.” 

The treatment involves a 
physical therapist who per¬ 
forms a thorough evaluation 
that begins with a medical 
history and includes observ¬ 
ing and measuring posture, 
balance and gait, and com¬ 
pensatory strategies. The as¬ 
sessment may also include 
eye-head coordination tests. 
Other assessments may be 
used, such as a questionnaire 


severity of symptoms and 
associated lifestyle changes. 
Using the evaluation results, 
the therapist will develop 
an individualized treatment 
plan that includes specific 
head, body and eye exercises 
to be performed both in the 
therapy setting and at home. 

These exercises are de¬ 
signed to retrain the brain 
to recognize and process 
signals from the vestibular 
system and coordinate them 
with information from vi¬ 
sion, muscles and joints. 
This often involves desen¬ 
sitizing the balance system 
to movements that provoke 
symptoms and increasing 
home-based activities and 
exercise in order to strength¬ 
en muscles. The purpose of 
treating the dizziness is to 
prevent falls from occurring, 
which could lead to broken 
hips. 

HMH recently had two 
therapists, Paul Horne and 
Phil Williams, complete ad¬ 
ditional training in the area 
of vestibular rehabilitation 
therapy. The training includ¬ 
ed evaluating the patients for 
VRT and learning the best 
treatment option for each 
specific balance disorder. 

Home is a physical ther¬ 
apist in the HMH Rehabili¬ 
tation Department. In 2001, 
he graduated from Marshall 


University in Huntington, 
West Virginia, with a bach¬ 
elor of science degree in 
exercise physiology and an 
associates degree in physical 
therapy. Home earned his 
bachelor and master of sci¬ 
ence degree in physical ther¬ 
apy from the University of 
Kentucky in 2006. In 2011, 
he completed his doctorate 
degree in physical therapy at 
UK. 

Williams is a licensed 
physical therapist at Harrison 
Memorial Hospital, where 
he serves as co-manager of 
the HMH Physical Therapy 
and Sports Medicine Depart¬ 
ment. He earned his bachelor 
of science degree in biology, 
with an emphasis in genetics, 
and a bachelor of science de¬ 
gree in health sciences from 
University of Kentucky. Wil¬ 
liams completed a master of 
science degree in exercise 
physiology and continued 
his education by completing 
a master of science degree in 
physical therapy at UK.

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Outdoor activities bring encounters 
with ticks, tick-borne diseases 

Help reduce you and within two hours of coming

your child’s chances of get¬ 
ting a tick-borne disease by 
using repellents, checking 
for ticks, and showering af¬ 
ter being outdoors. If you 
or your child has a tick bite 
followed by a fever or rash, 
seek medical attention. Gar¬ 
dening, camping, hiking, and 
playing outdoors - when en¬ 
joying these activities, don’t 
forget to take steps to prevent 
bites from ticks that share the 
outdoors. Ticks can infect 
humans with bacteria, vi¬ 
ruses, and parasites that can 
cause serious illness. 

Before You Go Outdoors: 

• Know where to expect 
ticks. They live in moist and 
humid environments, partic¬ 
ularly in or near wooded or 
grassy areas. Always walk 
in the center of trails in order 
to avoid contact with ticks. 

• Products containing 
permethrin kill ticks. Per- 
methrin can be used to treat 
boots, clothing and camping 
gear and remain protective 
through several washings. 

• Use a repellent with 
DEET on skin. Repellents 
containing 20% or more 
DEET can protect up to sev¬ 
eral hours. Always follow 
product instructions. Parents 
should apply this product to 
their children, avoiding the 
hands, eyes, and mouth. 
After You Come Indoors: 

• Check your clothing 
for ticks. Ticks may be car¬ 
ried into the house on cloth¬ 
ing. Any ticks that are found 
should be removed. Placing 
clothes into a dryer on high 
heat for at least an hour ef¬ 
fectively kills ticks. 

• Shower soon after be¬ 
ing outdoors. Showering 


indoors has been shown to 
reduce your risk of getting 
Lyme disease. Showering 
may help wash off unattached 
ticks and it is a good oppor¬ 
tunity to do a tick check. 

• Check your body for 
ticks after being outdoors. 
Conduct a full body check 
upon return from potentially 
tick-infested areas, which 
even includes your back 
yard. Use a hand-held or 
full-length body mirror to 
view all parts of your body. 
Check these parts of your 
body and your child’s body 
for ticks: 

Under the arms, in and 
around the ears, inside belly 
button, back of the knees, in 
and around the hair, between 
the legs, around the waist 
What To Do If You Find 
An Attached Tick: 

Remove the attached 
tick as soon as you notice it 
by grasping with tweezers, 
as close to the skin as pos¬ 
sible, and pulling it straight 
out. Watch for signs of ill¬ 
ness such as rash or fever in 
the days and weeks follow¬ 
ing the bite, and see a health 
care provider if these devel¬ 
op. Your risk of acquiring 
a tick-borne illness depends 
on many factors, including 
where you live, what type of 
tick bit you, and how long 
the tick was attached. If you 
become ill after a tick bite, 
a health care provider.

Northern Kentucky 
Tax Examiner 
accused of 

destroying tax forms 

An employee at the IRS 
Service Center in Kenton 
County, Ky., is accused of 
destroying hundreds of tax 
forms. 

A federal grand jury re¬ 
turned an indictment Thurs¬ 
day charging Brady James, 
30, of Burlington, Ky., with 
one count of destruction of 
records with intent to impede 
proper administration of a 
matter within an agency of 
the United States. 

According to the indict¬ 
ment, in April of this year, 
James destroyed at least 800 
1041 federal income tax re¬ 
turn forms that had been 
submitted to the IRS. These 
forms are used for individuals 
earning income from estates 
and trusts. James worked as a 
tax examining technician. 

Kerry B. Harvey, United 
States Attorney for the East¬ 
ern District of Kentucky, 
and Special Agent in Charge 
Dwaine Brinson, Treasury 
Inspector General Tax Ad¬ 
ministration, Chicago Field 
Division, jointly announced 
the indictment. 

The investigation pre¬ 
ceding the indictment was 
conducted by agents with the 
Treasury Inspector General 
for Tax Administration. The 
indictment was presented to 
the grand jury by Assistant 
U.S. Attorney Laura Voor- 
hees. 

A date for James to ap¬ 
pear in federal court has not 
yet been set. If convicted he 
faces a minimum of proba¬ 
tion and a maximum of 20 
years in prison. However, 
any sentence following a 
conviction would come after 
the court considers the U.S. 
Sentencing Guidelines and 
the federal statutes. 

The indictment of a per¬ 
son by a grand jury is an ac¬ 
cusation only, and that person 
is presumed innocent unless 
proven guilty.

• Remember that motor¬ 
ists often have trouble seeing 
motorcycles and reacting in 
time.

• Constantly search the 
road for changing condi¬ 
tions. 

• Give yourself space 
and time to respond to other 
motorists’ actions. 

• Give other motorists’ 
time and space to respond to 
you. 

• Use lane positioning to 
be seen; ride in the part of the 
lane where you are the most 
visible. 

• Watch for turning ve¬ 
hicles. 

• Signal your next move 
in advance. 

• Avoid weaving between 
lanes. 

• Pretend you are invis¬ 
ible, and ride extra defen¬ 
sively. 

• Don’t ride when you are 
tired or under the influence 
of alcohol or other drugs. 

• Know and follow the 
rules of the road, and stick to 
the speed limit. 

Remember: Give yourself 
space. People driving cars 
often don’t see motorcycles.

USDA ANNOUNCES 
FARM PAYMENTS 
SCHEDULED 
TO RESUME 
MILC, SURE, and NAP 
will restart on May 8 
The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture’s Farm Service 
Agency (FSA) Administrator 
Juan M. Garcia announced 
today that farm payments, 
which had been temporarily 
suspended due to 
sequestration, are scheduled 
to resume today, May 8. This 
includes payments for the 
2011 Supplemental Revenue 
Assistance Payments 

Program (SURE), the 
Noninsured Crop Assistance 
Program (NAP) and the 
Milk Income Loss Contract 
Program (MILC). 

“I’m pleased to announce 
that farmers and ranchers 
can expect to begin receiving 
their payments beginning 
today, May 8,” said Garcia. 
“We appreciate the producers ’ 
patience during the delay. 
We’re working diligently to 
get these payments out as 
quickly as possible.” 

On March 4, 2013, 

FSA began a temporary 
suspension of FSA program 
payments in order to assess 
the impact of sequestration 
and determine the least- 
disruptive process possible 


for carrying out required 
cuts. The Department will 
use the Secretary’s limited 
authority to transfer funds to 
avoid reducing these program 
payments. 

Producers should 

be advised that program 
sign-up periods currently 
underway have the following 
enrollment deadlines: 2013 
Average Crop Revenue 
Election (ACRE) Program - 
June 3rd; 2011 SURE - June 
7; and the 2013 Direct and 
Counter-Cyclical Program 
- August 2nd. Producers 
should contact their local 
Farm Service Agency office 
as soon as possible for 
appointments to enroll in 
these programs before the 
deadlines. 

USDA has made a 
concerted effort to deliver 
results for the American 
people, even as USDA 
implements sequestration - 
the across-the-board budget 
reductions mandated under 
terms of the Budget Control 
Act. USDA has already 
undertaken historic efforts 
since 2009 to save more than 
$828 million in taxpayer 
funds through targeted, 
common-sense budget 
reductions.

Attorney General 
announces more 
than $101 Million in 
Tobacco Settlement 
Money for Kentucky 

Attorney General Jack 
Conway announced that 
Kentucky, as required under 
the 1998 Master Settlement 
Agreement (MSA) between 
the major tobacco manufac¬ 
turers and 52 states and ter¬ 
ritories, received its annual 
payment of more than $101 
million in tobacco settlement 
money this week. 

“The money Kentucky 
receives each year from the 
MSA provides funding for 
many invaluable programs 
-from agriculture to educa¬ 
tion,” General Conway said. 
“My office continues to close¬ 
ly monitor and enforce the 
agreement and stands ready 
to defend actions brought to 
challenge it in both state and 
federal courts.” 

Under the MSA, the 
tobacco companies agreed 
to make annual payments 
in perpetuity to the settling 
states, to fund a national 
foundation dedicated to sig¬ 
nificantly reducing the use of 
tobacco products by youth 
and to abide by certain re¬ 
strictions on promotional 
and lobbying activity. Ken¬ 
tucky’s share of the settle¬ 
ment is approximately $3.45 
billion over the first 25 years. 
Payments are determined ac¬ 
cording to a formula that is 
calculated, in part, by the 
number of cigarettes sold by 
companies that have agreed 
to join the settlement. This 
year’s payment to Kentucky 
totals $101,662,576. 

The total received by 
Kentucky since the initial 
MSA payment in 1999 is 
$1.5 billion for “Phase I.” An 
additional $600 million was 
received by Kentucky tobac¬ 
co growers under “Phase II,” 
the Tobacco Growers Trust 
Agreement, which was cre¬ 
ated as a result of an MSA 
provision to address affected 
tobacco-growing communi¬ 
ties in 14 states. 

Most of the MSA pay¬ 
ment was to be paid by the 
three largest cigarette man¬ 
ufacturers - Philip Morris 
USA, RJ Reynolds, and Lo- 
rillard. Philip Morris USA, 
RJ Reynolds and Lorillard 
put into a disputed payment 
account more than $15 mil¬ 
lion based upon their claim 
to reduced payments under a 
provision in the MSA called 
the Non-Participating Manu¬ 
facturer (NPM) Adjustment.

eral is currently participating 
in an ongoing proceeding to 
obtain Kentucky’s full share 
of the disputed payment 
amounts going back several 
years. 

This year marks the 
15th full year since the sign¬ 
ing of the landmark MSA. 
Cigarette sales nationally are 
down more than 30% since 
the agreement went into ef¬ 
fect and the public health 
provisions of the MSA that 
restrict cigarette advertising 
and promotion in numerous 
ways have changed the way 
cigarettes are marketed in the 
United States. This decline 
will have significant long¬ 
term effects on the health 
of Kentucky citizens and in 
health care costs related to 
smoking in the future. 

Although a portion of 
the payment was disputed, 
participating manufacturers 
still paid the states that are 
signatories to the agreement 
more than $7 billion this 
week, bringing the total pay¬ 
ments made under the MSA 
thus far to all settling states 
to more than $79 billion.

Next big thing: UK commit 
Drew Barker comparisons to 
Tim Couch of course 

Now that Andrew Wiggins has 
made his choice without fanfare 
... and Rick Pitino has his tattoo 
... Orb has moved to Pimlico and 
John Calipari stage-manages to 
keep his name in the news (inviting 
Bill Clinton to his fantasy camp), 
the next big thing in Kentucky has 
to be, Drew Barker. 

Connor High School’s 
splendid 6-feet-3, 215 -pound 
quarterback is GI Joe clean-cut, 
tall enough to see over crowds 
at the mall, has no tattoos that 
we know about, and is latest 
prize grease-penciled onto Mark 
Stoops’ board in the war room in 
Lexington. 

A native son prospect 
choosing Flagship U. over 
Tennessee and especially Steve 
Spurrier and South Carolina, 
qualifies as a giant leap forward 
for UK football... on paper. 

Barker has Opie Taylor 
presence 10 years on. A fresh- 
faced kid with a Gosh Mom 
grin, brimming confidence 
and a howitzer. Too, he has 
the distinction of being first 
Commonwealth quarterback to 
say ‘no’ to Tennessee since before 
he was bom, 18 years. 

Last week Barker pulled on 
a blue ball cap and these things 
happened. 

• The Andrew Wiggins-to- 
Kentucky crowd had time to take 
a deep breath. 

• UK basketball was upstaged 
for one news cycle. 

• Louisville basketball and 
football slipped below the fold. 

• Somewhere down in this 
story are the words savior Patrick 
Towles. 

• And, media ga-ga went viral 
comparing UK’s newest rookie- 
to-be to Tim Couch. 

First four are okay items. 
The last, while predictable, is pre¬ 
mature by a Cawood Mile as well 
as “we’ve seen this movie before” 
wishful thinking. 

For every exaggerated 
compare to Couch there must be 
a Morgan Newton warning. The 



former was a darling and a Deuce 
before he said ‘no’ to Tennessee in 
1995 and yes to propping up Hal 
Mumme’s career. Rude change in 
popularity for Couch followed the 
1999 NFL draft. 

Newton, in 2008, was Parade 
All-American at Carmel, Indiana 
and all the rage when he signed 
with Kentucky. Four years on, 
nobody’s asking for autographs 
and Morgan is headed to an NFL 
tiy-out as a tight end. 

And, two seasons ago, the 
new savior for Kentucky football 
was going to be Patrick Towles. 
Heading to the 2013 fall practice, 
Towles is clipboard carrier for 
Jalen Whitlow and Maxwell 
Smith. 

Brings us to a wish list. 

• Wish Stoops had advised 
Barker to skip the melodramatic 
gala press conference with piped 
in fight song. When the tune 
stopped the only people impressed 
with Barker’s signing and four- 
star credentials besides Mom, 
will be the motivation coach at 
whatever Connor High opponent 
is up next. 

• Wish the kid had had a 
better idea - text his recruit-to- 
UK-pitch to pals still on Stoops’ 
war room wall. 

• And, wish Barker had 
skipped the low-bridge job on ex- 
UK coach Joker Phillips. 

Not recruiting Barker, if it 
happened, likely had extenuating 
circumstances like... 

1. Three-deep at QB, 
Smith, Whitlow and Towles, and 
presuming UK coaches were as 
impressed with Barker as Stoops 
is, could be Phillips knew the kid 
from Connor was a Big Blue fan 
and put him on the recruit-later 
priority list. Took him for granted. 
It happens. 

2. A more urgent priority 
may well have been find-and- 
sign a few 300-pounders to insure 
his quarterback would not spend 
another SEC season running for 
his life. 

Then, there’s history. 

As always, the record sets 
context. Every ex-UK coach since 
and including Bear Bryant has 
been accused of incompetence, 
and specifically failing to recruit 
this or that player. A criticism 
leveled mostly after the coach and 
staff have left town. 

V Jerry Claiborne failed 
to recruit Kentucky’s first Mr. 
Football in 1986. Tight end 
Frank Jacobs at Newport Central 


Catholic went to Notre Dame. 
Claiborne also rebuffed Steve 
Bird, all-state receiver at Corbin 
whose uncles Jerry, Calvin and 
Rodger had starred at UK. Bird 
went to Eastern Kentucky and 
became an All-American. 

V Hal Mumme, Guy Morris 
did not recruit Jacob Tamme at 
nearby Danville in 2003. Rich 
Brooks did and Tamme became 
arguably the best tight end in 
UK histoiy, an All-American and 
Peyton Manning’s favorite target 
in the NFL. 

V Bill Curry was accused of 
not recruiting Shaun Alexander in 
1994. Alexander went to Alabama 
and became a Heisman finalist. 

V Charlie Bradshaw’s 
brutality was responsible for 
the best linebacker ever in the 
Bluegrass State, Dale Lindsey 
transferring to Western Kentucky. 

V Bear Bryant drew criticism 
in the early 1950s for not recruiting 
Paul Homung hard enough. 
Homung won a Heisman at Notre 
Dame, had a glorious career and is 
in the Hall of Fame. 

These items aside, with 
summer just ahead, the menu of 
sports topics across Kentucky to 
rival UK hoops, is extraordinary. 

Football? Never better. 
Honeymoon continues for Mark 
Stoops, Bob Petrino and Charlie 
Strong. 

Basketball? Rick Pitino 
basking in glory. Happy Osborne’s 
move to Kentucky Wesleyan. And, 
prospect of a Clinton-Calipari 
game of H-O-R-S-E. Would be 
televised of course. 

PARTING SHOT 

If the NBADraft skinny on 
Archie Goodwin is a topic, don’t 
expect John Calipari to do any 
interviews if he shows up at a 
table in the Green Room alongside 
Archie Goodwin June 27. 

NBADraftnet’s evaluation 
on Goodwin? “extremely raw ... 
Doesn’t seem to fully understand 
how to utilize his physical 
gifts yet. Jump shot is flat, low 
trajectory, and lacks a fluid release 
... His shooting motion is in need 
of reconstruction as he slings the 
ball. Goodwin a likely long term 
project as a NBA contributor. 

Since Cal likes to crow about 
his priority to, “... make kids 
better,” we wonder what exactly 
were Calipari and his coaches 
doing for Goodwin last season?
